The bereaved ones will then be expected 
to control themselves and attend to 
the business of their lives like other 
people. But at the time of the funeral, 
anything like common sense and pru- 
dence is regarded as heartlessnews.

most utter thoughtlessness is only con- 
sidered as a proof of the worth of the 
dead perdon and the sincerity of his 
Mourners.

stranger. 
If he is in sorrow, he knows 


and cares nothing about the whole for-

Wrapped in the agony of a 
great loss, no outside sight or bound can 
reach him. What comfort is it to a 
broken-hearted mother to know that 
twenty-live handsome carriages follow 
the one she is iu, to the cemetery?

• • caskets." often cost hundreds of dollars. 
When a man spends all his little savings 
to put his dead wife in one, does he not 
know, if he be allowed to think that 
she, 
herself, would have thought it far 


better that that money should be spent 
for the children? Can a fine funeral 
atone to a dead woman for one unkind 
word? If in some other life she knows 
what is dono here, would it not please her 
better to know that that thousand dollars 
has been given to some one she loved 
who needed it—her mother or her sister.' 


It may be said that ft very nch man. 


at anv rate should not bo criticised for 
spending money lavishly at such a time, 
but this is a mistake. He has a plain 
duty in the matter which he should not 
disregard. He has no right to sustain a 
f'ibhiou which may bo a burden to his 
poor neighbor. Because grief is impru- 
dent and error cau not count, the cus- 
tom of good people should protect them 
and not impose on their helplessness. 
It nmv be a little thing for a rich man to 
pay five hundred dollars for the burying 
'.f his dead child, but it is a cruel thing 
fur him to make the poor man next door 
HIIV in the bitterness of mourning, ' Ho 
loved his child no better than I loved 
mine- now they are dead, there shall be 
no difference between them." Many a 
hard working man has denied himsell 
for years to keep up a small liie insurance 
and has died clinging to the thought 
that his wife and babes, at least, had a 
fmv thousand dollars to live, on. Six 
months from that time tlio mourning 
clothes, tho monument and the under- 
taker's bill will have exhausted the last 
dollar of it. 
. 
The influence of this fashion on the 


lower classes of society every observer 
knows to be simply destructive. 
The 


colored people in particular go to great 
lengths in this direction. With an ex- 
treme desire to do as white people do, 
and much impressibility of feeling, they 
spend all they have and lay heavy bur- 
dens of debt on themselves which they 
aro unable to carry, and then, in turn, 
as paupers, come on the community at 
large 
It is the duty of a good citizen 


to use his influence against this folly, 
and while it 'is hard to lay down an exact 
rule it may be aaid that in regard to the 
fitness of things, few funerals should 
cost more altogethei than a hundred 
dollars. - Indianapolis Herald.

Science and discovery have reached 
almost everywhere, and have devel- 
oped barriers to protect humanity 
against nearly all the plagues that 
attack the body, but so far mental 
distress is beyond human relief, and 
none can ''minister to the mind dis 
eased or wipe out the troubles writ - 
ten in the brain." 
The reports read 


at the recent conference of charities 
at Madison all agree that insanity is 
rapidly increasing in the United 
States, and show by the statistics 
that, while the increase in the popu- 
lation during the last ten years was 
•H't per cent, the growth of insanity 
has been 100 per cent, and the num- 
ber of cases brought for treatment 
show an alarming increase in the 
proportion of incurables. 
Modes of 


treatment are more comprehensive, 
intelligent and humane than they 
ever were, but the results do not 
show progress in the number of cases 
cured. According to the reports of 
that assembly, the most distinguished 
experts do not any longer contend 
that insanity is necessarily heredi- 
tary, although all agree that the 
tendency toward it may be transmit 


ted. 
The overtaxing of the nervous 


system is said to be the great cause 
of increase which is found among 
the most actively employed class of 
the population. 
The lack of rest 


and recreation, the exhaustion of the 
brain by labor and thought, the 
prevalence to anxiety and disappoint- 
ment are the great causes of mental 
disorders, and the deduction is, that 
while wo cannot cure insanity, wo 
can prevent it by the proper observ- 
ance fif the laws which nature has 
imposed upon body and rnind, and 
by the cultivation of regular habits 
of labor and-rest.
